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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicants' communication filed on 9/25/08. 
Claims 1, 3-5, 8 and 10-16 are pending in this application. Claims 2, 6-7 and 9 have 
been canceled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1/4/07 is in compliance 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement 
has been considered by the examiner. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the definition of 
R401 suggests 'an unsaturated chain hydrocarbon group" It should be corrected to read 
"an unsaturated chain of hydrocarbon group" or "hydrocarbon group containing 
unsaturated chain". Appropriate correction is required. 

Rejection of various claims under 35 USC 112 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs are hereby 
withdrawn, subsequent to applicants' arguments. 

Rejection of claims under 35 USC 102 over Keaney et al is hereby withdrawn 
subsequent to applicants' submission of certified translation of the foreign priority 
document. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. Claims 1, 4, 8, 10-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tonomura et al(Kobe Journal of Medical sciences, 1980, abstract only). 
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Tonomura et al, is teaching structurally same compound as thrombin inhibitors, 
especially when in the instant claim, R3 and R2 are H, R1 is methyl, R5 is substituted 
carboxyl, R 42 is H and R 41 is R 402 S(O)m, and R 402 is substituted hydrocarbon. Inasmuch 
as the reference compounds are thrombin inhibitors, they inherently teach the method 
of teaching arthritis, psoriasis and multiple sclerosis, absent evidence to the contrary. 
See below the structure and the reference.
